VANISHED TREASURES. 

IlFAlcriitH’es ol Art That Are bos, 
to tl,c World. 

The "Venus do Milo.” which has beer 
In the Louvre for many years is. as all 
the world knows, an imperfect piece ol 
sculpture, though it is the greatest 
treasure of Us kind the world has ever 
seen. A great Yewa d would be given 
the man who could find the missing 
parts. About 1S7S the most important 
of them—the right arm—came to light 
ia London and was proved by experts 
to be genuine. The owner, however 
refused to part with it and concealed 
it for fear it would be stolen. Eufor 
tuuately he died without revealing its 
hiding place, so it is as much lost as 
ever. 

A bronze drinking cup which was! 
stolen from an E yptiau temple id 
17.19 and brought lo Europe has mirac¬ 
ulously disappeared. (Mi it is engraved 
the whole history of the I’haraohs. and, 
it could easily be sold for $100,000.
